Shivering in the cold, he tapped on the 
windows until he finally got the attention of 
the other officials inside 


They let him in another door but it is at 
this point that they all realize that all of 
their clothes are locked inside the coaches 
office, along with the telephone 


The only attire that the officials could 
find in the gym were junior high football 
uniform s. The sm allest of the four m en, 
G rever. outlined him self in a tight fitting 
uniform , located som e shoes in another 
locker room and headed out for help 


Since it was getting late, most of the 
hom es in the neighborhood w ere without 
lights 
G rever kept searching until he

back in the next day 
after all. 
in these times who pays any 
attention if mail is a few days 
late 
at any rate, to start over 
again, according to this poll 64 
per cent of the parents in this 
country say they would not like 
to have a son go into politics. 
I have been thinking about 
this and have concluded there 
are two major reasons why this 
is so. 
<1) Politics is so scandal- 
ridden, graft-ridden, power- 
ridden that I can see why a 
parent wouldn't want to say
